In  Memoriam:  George  H alas 


George  "Papa  Bear”  Halas,  the 
revered  co-founder  of  the  National 
Football  League,  patriarch  of  the 
Chicago  Bears,  and  long-time  Fellow 
and  Trustee  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College, 
died  October  31  in  his  Chicago  home 
after  a  long  illness.  He  was  88. 

Father  Charles  Banet  delivered  the 
Homily  at  the  Mass  held  at  St.  Ita 
Roman  Catholic  Church  where  1 4 
priests  took  part  in  a  hour-long 
memorial  service. 

Mr.  Halas’  initial  investment  of  a  few 
hundred  dollars  in  1 920  grew  along 
with  the  NFL  into  a  sports  empire  with 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  and  a 
way  of  life  for  millions  of  Americans  on 
Sunday  afternoons  during  the  football 
season.  He  moved  his  team  from  De¬ 
catur,  IL  to  Chicago  in  1  922  and  the 
Bears  were  born,  soon  to  become  the 
class  team  of  professional  football.  The 
Halas  name  became  synonymous  with 
football.  In  40  years  as  coach  of  the 
Bears  he  won  326  games,  more  than 
any  coach  in  pro  football  history.  His 
stewardship  included  seven  NFL  cham¬ 
pionships. 

Although  it  was  his  Chicago  Bears 
football  empire  that  projected  Mr. 

Halas  to  international  prominence,  his 
prestige  extended  beyond  athletics. 


He  had  as  many  civic  tributes  as 
sports  trophies. 

George  Halas’  association  with  and 
services  to  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
spanned  over  40  years.  In  1944,  the 
college  was  chosen  as  the  training  site 
for  the  Bears  to  prepare  for  the  All 
Star  Game  to  be  played  in  Chicago 
and  it  became  their  regular  training 
camp  for  the  next  30  years.  Halas 
Hall,  dedicated  in  1958,  was  named  in 
his  honor.  The  Bears  lived  in  the  hall 
during  their  summer  training  since  it 
was  the  only  one  on  campus  with  air 
conditioning,  a  gift  from  Mr.  Halas.  He 
was  a  trustee  of  the  college  from  1 956 
until  his  death.  In  1958,  the  college 
awarded  him  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Law 
degree.  Because  of  the  Bears’  associ¬ 
ation  with  the  college,  Columbia  Pic¬ 
tures  filmed  in  1971  on  Saint  Joseph's 
campus  the  90-minute  movie  entitled 
"Brian’s  Song,”  which  celebrates  the 
friendship  between  Chicago  Bears 
teammates  Gale  Sayers  and  Brian 
Piccolo,  who  had  died  of  cancer. 

“He  will  never  be  forgotten  by  the 
great  number  of  persons  whom  he  so 
generously  and  anonymously  aided  in 
their  time  of  need,”  Father  Banet  said. 
"Just  as  he  remembered  the  names  of 
all  his  players  and  their  wives,  so  his 
friends  and  loved  ones  will  hold  his 
name  in  reverent  memory.”

Boal  is  Visiting  Fellow 


Dean  Boal,  music  coordinator  for  Na¬ 
tional  Public  Radio  (NPR)  PLUS,  was 
the  first-semester  Woodrow  Wilson 
Visiting  Fellow  at  Saint  Joseph's  during 
the  week  of  October  23. 

Visiting  fellows  are  successful  men 
and  women  from  business,  journalism, 
public  service  and  other  non-academic 
professions  who  are  recruited  by  the 
Woodrow  Wilson  National  Fellowship 
Foundation  and  placed  on  the  cam¬ 
puses  of  small  liberal  arts  colleges  for 
a  week  of  intensive  dialogue  with  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  in  an  attempt  to 
equip  students  for  the  social,  political 
and  economic  environment  they  will  be 
entering. 

During  his  week  at  Saint  Joseph’s, 
Boal  was  scheduled  for  a  combination 
of  formal  presentations  in  classrooms 
and  seminars,  on  panels  and  public 
platforms,  and  informal  encounters  at 
meals  with  students  and  faculty,  rap 
sessions  in  student  centers,  clubs  or 
dormitories,  individual  conferences  and 
social  functions.  The  interchange 
allowed  Boal  to  explain  his  ideas  fully 
and  provided  the  opportunity  for 
students  and  faculty  to  discuss  par¬ 
ticular  issues  at  length. 

Boal  brings  an  extensive  background 
as  teacher,  author,  composer  and 
judge  of  musical  competition.  A  former 
vice  president  and  general  manager  of 
Radio  WETA-FM  in  Washington,  he  is 
responsible  for  the  coordination  and 
management  of  classical  music  and 
jazz  offerings  for  NPR  PLUS,  a  service 
designed  to  compliment  radio  stations’

jazz,  classical  music  and  news  and  in¬ 
formation  programming. 

Boal  received  his  masters  in  music  at 
Indiana  University  and  his  Ph  D.  in 
music  from  the  University  of  Colorado 
and  has  been  involved  in  public  radio 
and  music  education  for  more  than  20 
years.  Before  joining  WETA  in  1978, 
he  was  director  of  radio  at  member 
station  KWMU-FM  in  St.  Louis.  He  was 
president  of  the  St.  Louis  Conserva¬ 
tory  and  Community  Schools  for  the 
Arts,  professor  and  chairman  of  music 
at  the  State  University  of  New  York  in 
Fredonia,  Dean  of  the  Peabody  Con¬ 
servatory  of  Music  in  Baltimore,  head 
of  the  piano  department  at  Bradley 
University  (Peoria,  IL)  and  piano  in¬ 
structor  at  Hasting  (N.H.)  College. 


Fall  Sports 
Review 

Women’s  athletics  had  the 
best  of  it  this  fall  as  the  ladies’ 
cross  country,  tennis  and 
volleyball  teams  led  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  intercollegiate  program 
with  winning  seasons. 

In  contrast,  it  was  a  rugged 
fall  for  the  men  where  four  fall 
sports  teams  checked  in  with 
final  marks  below  the  .500 
plateau. 

Women’s  cross  country  led 
the  parade  with  a  36-1 3 
record,  good  for  a  .734 
percentage  and  the  women’s 
tennis  team  wasn’t  far  behind 
with  a  1 0-4  mark  (.71  4). 

Possibly  the  most  encourag¬ 
ing  factor  regarding  both  these 
teams  is  that  there  are  no  sen¬ 
iors  on  either  roster.  The  wo¬ 
men  harriers  awarded  seven 
monograms  this  year  and 
coach  Dave  Smith  looks  for 
continued  improvement  among 
these  returning  letter  winners 
as  he  goes  in  search  of  addi¬ 
tional  freshman  talent  for  next 
year. 

The  tennis  squad  is  still 
younger,  with  five  freshmen 
and  two  sophomores  heading 
this  roster  in  ’83.  Coach  John 
Barrientos  is  optimistic  that  this 
team  should  be  still  stronger 
next  year  as  the  current  letter 
winners  work  on  improving 
their  games  and  are  joined  by 
incoming  freshmen. 

This  was  a  rebuilding  year 
for  the  volleyball  squad,  which 
featured  seven  freshmen, 
three  sophomores,  one  junior 
and  one  senior  on  its  roster. 
Despite  a  relative  shortage  of 
experienced  veterans,  coach 
Linda  Taulman’s  team  posted  a 
26-20  (.565.)  record  and 
reached  the  semi-finals  of  the 
Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference 
tournament.  The  nucleus  of  a

still-young  but  experienced 
roster  has  Puma  fans  looking 
for  an  impressive  season  in 
1984. 

On  the  men’s  scene,  the 
football  squad  blasted  North¬ 
eastern  Illinois  by  42-13  and 
overcame  long-time  nemesis 
Franklin  by  27-21 ,  but  those 
were  the  lone  bright  spots  in  a 
2-7-1  season.  Here  again, 
however,  many  non-seniors 
contributed  heavily  to  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  they  give  the  Pumas 
an  encouraging  starting  point 
in  building  toward  the  1 984 
campaign. 

Youth  was  the  common  bond 
for  the  men's  cross  country 
squad,  which  posted  a  32-66 
season  record,  a  marked  im¬ 
provement  over  the  team’s 
10-54  record  of  1982.  Seven 
freshmen  and  one  junior  won 
monograms,  prompting  coach 
Dave  Smith  to  label  this  a  very 
encouraging  season  and  a 
continued  step  toward  still 
more  improvement  in  the 
future. 

Golf  coach  Dale  Anderson 
admits  that  the  1  983  Pumas 
were  saddled  with  a  major  dis¬ 
advantage  in  the  form  of  limited 
manpower:  the  roster  con¬ 
sisted  of  just  four  freshmen 
and  one  sophomore.  But  these 
players  all  earned  monograms 
and  Anderson  believes  this  ex¬ 
perience  will  lead  to  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  team's  42-57 
record. 

Soccer  experienced  a  mid¬ 
season  comeback  after  the 
team  got  off  to  a  slow  0-6 
start.  The  Pumas  won  four 
consecutive  games  in  October 
and  finished  with  a  5-1 0 
season  record,  giving  coach 
Ernie  Watson  hope  that  this 
underclassmen-dominated  team 
can  be  stronger  in  1984.
